Fleming, secretary of Medicine, Dr. 
Smith, dean of Medicine, and Dr. 
Mowry. dean of Dentistry. 

Dr. Fleming, the first speaker 
of (he evening, spoke on the selec- 
tion of Prc-medical subjects. He 
gave r list of suggestions which 
students could use in their various 
years of Arts or Science, but he 
emphasized that grades arc not the 
only deciding factor. He gave the 
audience a rather pessimistic in- 
sight as to the number accepted as 
compared to thé number of ap- 
plicants, as well as advising pre- 
meds to apply in their third year 
instead of waiting (ill they have 
completed their fourth. 

The next speaker of the evening 
was Dean Smith, who dealt with 
the selection of students into his 
faculty. He said that a doctor mirst 
be able (o fit into community life 
and take his place in society. He 
told of the difficulties of selection 
and said that there are only 116 
available places in the faculty. 

Dr. Mowry, the third speaker of 
the evening, gave a general insight 
into dentistry and emphasized, 
sbove all, the necessity digital 
ability' of the appli cant. Other re- 
quirements, he said, arc grades and 
character. 

Following a question period, the 
group retired for refreshments, and 
the evening came to a close. 



Recital Series 
For Students 
Begins Friday 

L'Association des Concerts Clas- 
siques is'prcsenting a series of re- 
citals starting this Friday. Kirstcn 
Flagslad, the great Norwegian so- 
prano, famous for her interpreta- 
tions of the Wagnerian operas, will 
sing excrpts from "Lohengrin" and 
'Die Walkurc." A section of (he 
program will be devoted to the 
songs of Grief, sung in their native 
tongue, and the rest of the concert 
will include eighteenth century and 
modern works. 

Mme. Flagslad. claimed by the 
New York Herald Tribune as being 
"without a peer among the world s 
sopranos," has sung before every 
king and queen of Europe, not ex- 
cluding the royal family of Eng- 
land. Last spring she sang to a full 
house at Covcnt Garden during all 
of her sixteen performances there, 
and .was acclaimed on her return to 
New York, where the audience rose 
to its feet and cheered. 

S(arred with Mme. Flagslad in 
(his scries is Erna Sack, who will 
sing here in February. Miss Sack is 
a coloratura soprano, whom many 
McGill students enjoyed hearing 
last spring at Plateau Hall. Miss 
Sack was chosen to join the most 
famous singers on the continent in 
the first Mozart Festival at Salz- 
bourg, Germany, where she was 
very warmly received. 

The series, arranged for the 
benefit of all McGill students by 
the Arts and Science Undergrad- 
uate Society with L'Association 
des Concerts, will also include re- 
citals by Gordon Manley on De- 
cember 9th, by Donna Grescoe on 
January 10th, and by a Spanish 
dance group on December Uth and 
I2th. Mr. Manley, a pianist, and 
Miss Grescoe, à violinist, are both 
Canadians. 

Mr. Manley will be remembered 
by Montrealers who heard him play 
last summer at the Chalet, and Miss 
Grescoe a violinist from Winnipeg, 
promises a program including the 
Cesar Franck Sonata.

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EDITOR'S EXPLANATION 



Two weeks ago we printed a 
parody of the Maclean's article 
on McGill. We printed it be- 
cause we felt that the article de- 
served a parody. However the 
article was in a sense consistent. 
As a whole. It preserved a con- 
sidered conception of McGill Uni- 
versity. 

The article was Interesting be- 
cause of certain values which 
were not discussed; because of 
certain groups which were not 
Interviewed. The resulting pic- 
ture contained no intimation that 
a university spirit was or could 
be more than a reflection of the 
values of the mass.

Macleans Story 
Is Incomplete 



It Is a comparatively easy matter 
to take the physical measure of a 
modern university — of such things 
as its acres and architecture; the 
statistics of its population (amateur 
and professional); the size nf its 
endowment — but the measure of 
its inner life, its character, and its 
achievement, is not easily estimated. 
Much will depend on the mood or 
temperament of the observer, and 
on his standards and his Idea of a 
university. If he feels indignant 
over the general cultural deficiency 
and apathy of the nation, he may 
almost inevitably accuse it of breed- 
ing low-thought universities; or he 
may prefer to hold the universities 
themselves responsible for not 
leavening the general culture in a 
more inspiring way. If he compares 
Canadian and American unlvcrsl 
tics he may. or may not, take into 
consideration the small number of 
Canadian higher educational insti- 
tutions, even allowing for the dif- 
ference in population, as well as 
the great distances that separate 
them, and the comparative moager- 
ncss of their resources. If all such 
facts arc borne in mind, the Cana- 
dian universities may well be en- 
titled to nt least one or two cheers 
from rympathctic observers. On a 
given day, when one is In the right 
mood and place, brightness falls 
from the air, hope stirs and governs 
Judgment; but on some other day 
descends the darkness. As the at- 
tention roves about, it fixes on dif- 
ferent particulars, and the evidence 
changes. These alterations of mood 
more or less affect all of us. and 
it is hard to sec simpler things than 
universities steadily and whole. 
Sometimes we are proud and some- 
times meek. The actual university 
Is always transcended by its unat- 
tainable ideal. 

The argument about the value and 
condition of our higher education 
began long ago, and can hardly end 
as long as there arc the pains of 
growth in society. Especially now, 
perhaps, with the nations ununited, 
and speeding with worn brakes into 
the curve of change, there is more 



In a recent number of Maclean's 

Magazine, this topic gets attention 
in a way to make us particularly 

self-conscious at McGill. In one 
article, a celebrated Canadian edu- 
cator. Professor Arthur Lowe, de- 
scribes college students generally 
as "worthy, obedient— and stupid," 
and maintains that the colleges are 
trying, without clear aims or philo- 
sophy, to train too many such stu- 
dents. 

On the opposite page begins an- 
other article dealing specifically 
with McGill students, a not unsym 
pathetic account, perhaps, of some 
specimens of the newest crop of

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Out of such variations of thinking 
comes the dynamics of democracy; 
for the democratic line is from the 
'nature of democracy not elaborate- 
ly precise and rigid, as in the 
Marxist or police state. Unlike the 
Russians, wc aim to put the un- 
trammeled intelligence of "young 
democrats" into the service of their 
society and of their personal 
happiness.

than the usual sound of worry and 
lamentation. 

Mr. Morley Callaghan, in Varsity 
Story, seems to feel apropos of the 
University of Toronto (which de- 
spite certain peculiarities Is in es- 
sential respects typical of our uni- 
versities) that our staffs are too fond 
of quiet obscurity and self-effacing 
anonymity. On the other hand; 
some have mourned the fact that 
Chaucer's clerk of Oxenford is a 
vanishing type In our modern uni- 
versities. A more common theme, 
however, is the quality and the 
aspiration of our university under 
graduates, to whom the future must 
belong. 



undergraduates, who are described 
as not deeply interested in cither 
poetry or truth (beyond its prac- 
tical uses). Idealism, we are led to 
conclude, is a dead pigeon at 
McGill, and intellectual curiosity 
has taken a' loss. 

Professor Lower's article com- 
plains of the vulgarisation of our 
education in its higher, or rather, 
its more advanced stages. Educa- 
tion suffers from the uncertainty 
of aim, and methods of mass-pro- 
duction. In Russia there is at least 
no uncertainty about the aim. "In 
Russia the schools are expected to 
turn out zealous youftg Commun- 
iste. In Canada what are they ex- 
pected to turn out? That is pre- 
cisely the weak spot In our educa- 
tional armor. Wc are not sure of 
what our schools are expected to 
turn out. It is easy to resort to -a 
shibboleth and say 'young demo- 
crats; but it would not be difficult 
to show that most people who use 
such terms have vague ideas of 
what they mean by them." 

Young Democrats 

Despite this vagueness, "young 
democrats" would seem to be the 
answer, and Professor Lower's 
article gives plain evidence that 
he Is not one of the many whose 
Ideas on the subject arc altogether 
vague. The same is true, one may 
believe, of many others who give 
instruction at our universities In 
the humanities, the social sciences, 
or for that matter in the other 
sciences of the curriculum. But 
though these might all be expected 
to agree fundamentally in their 
Ideas ot democratic principles as 
developed In the West, a certain 
vagueness or tentativeness in con- 
trast to Soviet certainty might be 
the natural result of the democra- 
tic habit of' shunning dogmatism. 
They agree with each other, very 
likely, on some minor points such 
as. e.g.. the precise relationships 
between democracy and the sense 
cf nationality, or how the latter 
can best be defined and directed 
for the general good in our lime 



As to the calibre of McGill stu 
dents, one sees only what one sees, 
which Is not the whole story. It is 
possible, however, to give an Im 
pression from somewhat limited 
experience. For what It is worth, 
my feeling is that within the last 
decade or more at McGill, the alert 
ncss. curiosity, and general intclll 
gence of students have not dimln 
ished. Rather, the reverse is true. 
The war years had a sobering effect; 
and since then the infusion of veter- 
ans has been on the whole a defln 
itcly healthy and maturing Influ 
ence. If a good many of the vet 
erans are at this stage seriously 
concerned about their practical car- 
eers beyond the university it is 
small wonder; the wonder is per- 
haps that so many are unmistak- 
ably sympathetic to disinterested 
experience and general knowledge. 
No large proportion of our students 
seems to be mentally Inert and 
under ether. It is, and long has been 
true at McGill that whatever the 
average intelligence may amount 
to, there is in fact a larger number 
than our present small staff can 
And adequate time and energy to 
deal with as they deserve. I cannot 
see that the McGill students who 
came under my notice are com 
monly stereotpyed and monotonous. 
For over a score of years it has 
been my impression that they have 
maintained a good tradition of self- 
reliance and intelligent curiosity 
They arc not standardized conform 
ists. They arc various in their back 
ground, ideals, and ways of re- 
pression. They tend to no single 
type, and their training here docs 
not tend to unite them clearly in 
the Interests of any one program 
or philosophy. It might in fact be 
a valuable experiment for us to do 
what I understand Rutgers Unlver 
sity Intends to do this session- 
choose some "book of the year" fo 
all to read and share as at least 
one educational adventure In com 
mon throughout the university.

If I may refer more closely to my 
cwn experience, I owe a consider- 
able debt to the initiative of McGill 
students: through their enterprise 
they have changed the curriculum 
to some extent, and they have pro- 
vided me with some of my most 
irtercsting employment. The ad- 
vanced course in composition' and 
creative writing, e.g., has had a long 
history as such things go. In 1024. 
at the end of my first year of 
teaching at McGill, a number of 
students came with the suggestion 
that such a course for upper 
classmen who were seriously In- 
terested in writing would be a 
desirable addition; and they re- 
quested me to undertake It. The 
idea appealed to me as well worth 
a trial; and it has continued ever 
since. More recently, and to a 
large extent through student pres- 
sure, similar work has expanded 
until the English Department has 
many promising writers busy In 
intermediate and advanced crea- 
tive writing courses, and other 
courses in drama and poetry. 
Moreover, it was student initiative, 
rather than the English Depart- 
ment, which originated the course 
in twentieth century literature. In

tural traditions of our society to 
inhere among all university stud- 
ents any more than one would ex- 
pect this of the whole of society. 
For the emphasis in our country is 
upon education for as many as pos- 
sible; people come first and the in- 
stitution comes second. 

Creative awareness of our cul- 
tural values is an aristocratic qual- 
ity; that is, it is not fair to man- 
kind, to expect this 'of all men. 
Thus our university in this respect 
cannot but reflect the limitations of 
cur whole society. 

Nor in itself Is this a bad thing. 
Artists often take pride that they 
re a colony within the whole 
organism; certainly they accept a 
passive Philistinism without wea- 
kening their faith In their own 
function. Their first task is to 
create, and society, society will do 
well to come along. The philosopher 
on the other hand can be well satis- 
fied with society if the organism as 
a whole shows some kind of sym- 
pathetic response to artistic crea- 
lon. Art Is not totalitarian; as a ruld 
it thrives collectively where people 
arc free Individually to exclude It 
rom their lives. 

However it is a sad reflection 
on society If the university, as 
society's sensitized organ, is in- 
capable of providing to any degree 
the cultural germ which is essen- 
tial to progress. Thus if at Mc- 
Gill we find no significant cultural 
activity at all, then it is not reason- 
oble to expect any more from 
Canadian culture anywhere. A 
university supposedly attracts the 
intellectual wing of our society. Its 
climate is supposedly of all the 
most congenial for an awareness of 
our tradition. 

As a McGill student I am afraid 
of claiming too much for McGill 
students. But I feel bound to state 
that the air here has not seemed 
wholly barren. At times for ex 
ample It has been politically redol- 
ent. And although political debate 
may often signify a retreat from 
sincere action by values, yet it 
indicates that these values them- 
selves arc not wholly unknown. 

Moreover McGill has demon 
stratcd several commendable as 
pects of the indemonstrable, a "lit 
crary spirit." An institution sup- 
porting such venturesome produc- 
tions as the "McGill Fortnightly 
Review," or "The Forge," and with 
such an impressive and continuous 
register of post-graduates, must 
surely house come such poetic spirit 
In comparison with the European 
University, there Is less homage 
universally paid to the great images 
of culture. For over here the shad- 
ow cast by our heritage docs not 
extend nearly as far. But perhaps 
as a result there is more sun for 
the young shoots to grow in. For 
surely here at McGill, more than 
in any English university, there is 
an institutional encouragement glv 
en to literary creativity. Here there 
is a stimulus, not to obeisance 
merely, but an actual impetus given 
to the furthering of our cultural 
traditions. 

Overseas, In the shadow of the 
European tradition, the University 



is perhaps more a trustee of the 



past, but it Is less a nursemaid of 
the future. This is understandable, 
the more so when wc consider the 
momentum of a culture which is 
centuries established. Here perhaps 
there is an argument for cultural 
laisser-fairc. 

Anyway, in Canada this Is not the 
case. But as a nursemaid I dare say 
McGill is not negligent; and I dare 
assert that her infant is not too 
weak. 

McGill can house a real creative 
awareness, even while at the same 
moment she Is a business college, 
a trades school, a home base for a 
football team. In fact, it Is precisely 
amidst such diversity that the most 
energetic traditions may often bo 
found. 
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A. M. Kline, who wrote poetry 
even when he was an undergrad- 
uate at McGill. Those who have not 
heard of "Hath Not a Jew ..." or 
"The llitlrri.nl" may at least re- 
member him as a member of the 
English Department here.

An expedition to explore Arctic 
air routes as possible alternatives 
to the Atlantic wartime ferry 
routes was described to members 
of the Franklin Club at the new 
University Street quarters of the 
Arctic Institute by Wing Com- 
mander Kenneth McLure last 
night. 

The use of Arctic flights was 
realized early in the war when the 
Air Ministry mapped out possible 
routes. The purpose of the ex- 
ploratory flight of which W/C Mc- 
Lure was a member was to check 
the feasibility of the routes over 
the Arctic. 

Aries 

Obsprv|tions made over the gco 
graphic and magnetic poles by the 
"Aries" expedition which left the 
United Kingdom May 10, 1045. in- 
dicated that the magnetic north 
was actually farther north than 
the position usually attributed to 
It, stated the speaker. This led to 
the recent expeditions sent by the 
Dominion Observatory to discover 
where the magnetic pole is really 
located. 

No Compass 

The initial problem of such Arc- 
tic air routes in navigating with- 
cut the compass was pointed out 
by W/C McLure. To overcome this 
problem, navigation was done by 
using the sun and moon in plot- 
ting the courses.

president of the Dawson Student 
Veteran Society replied, "Ever since 
veterans returned to 'the University 
it has been apparent that their 
allowances were not adequate to 
meet the rising cost of living. The 
main rallying point for vets na- 
tionally has been the fact that the 
D.V.A. scheme, an excellent one in 
principle, is in danger of falling 
apart unless increases for veterans 
are made. Public statements issued 
by government officials at the end 
of the war described the scheme 
correctly as an investment in the 
future of our country. If student 
vets are forced to drop out because 
of financial difficulties the invest- 
ment will be lost. 

The next statement was issued by 
a man who for obvious reasons 
wished to remain annonymous. He 
said "I have been receiving gov 
crnmcnt allowance for two years 
now and all this time have found 
it to be greatly insufficient to meet 
the rising cost of living. Though I 
work at night, owing to the fact 
that the government places a maxi 
mum on how much a man can 
earn while drawing D.V.A. cheques, 
I still was unable to earn enough 
to support my wife and child. 
Since no living accommodations 
could be found at a reasonable 
price. I have now lost both my wife 
and my child to a civilian who can 
pay his rent and dress them prop- 
erly, a thing I was unable to do. 
I don't blame D.V.A. because of 
course they are being generous, but 
what is the good if they also allow 
the cost of living to go up so greatly 
that they endanger their very pur- 
pose?" 

I then spoke to Betty Sinclair, 
a third year Arts student. This 
young lady told me, "As the wife 
of a student .veteran and a student 
myself I would naturally prefer to 
receive more than $00.00 a irpnth 
but as this allowance was never 
intended as a full living allow- 
ance but merely as an aid towards 
living. I do not think that demands 
for general increase arc just. Most 
veterans arc able to work during 
the school year or the summer 
vacation and thus supplement the 



with them I'm easily able to get 
along on my allowance and what- 
ever I save over the summer. How- 
ever the large majority of ex-G.I.'s 
don't have the benefit of a family 
here in Montreal and thus arc in a 
far worse position." 

My last interviewee was "Cuz" 
Curran, of Law 2. "Frankly I do 
not think that the allowances arc 
adequate for either single or mar- 
ried vets. Most of us supplement 
them by outside work. If this is 
done during the term, however, it 
is detrimental to studies. There is 
no time for us to do our school 
work, or to make our periodic 
visits to the Shrine! Personally I 
supplement my allowance by work- 
ing in the summer as a guide on a 
sight-seeing bus. and at Christmas. 
I am not in favour of screaming 
to the government for an increase, 
though they could. I believe, make 
allowance for the increased cost

A talk was delivered yesterday 
by Professor Brouillette, a gco 
graphcr of international reputation, 
on the development of population 
distribution in Quebec. Under the 
auspices of La Société Française, 
Professor Brouillette was introduc- 
ed by Professor Jean Louis Launay, 
Director of the French Department 
Professor Brouillette traced popu- 
lation trends in Quebec from 1655 
until 1041. 

History Traced 
In 1665 Quebec's population num 
bcrcd 3,215 centered mainly around 
Quebec City. Th6 earlier settlers 
brought by Jacques Cartier a ccn 
tury earlier had perished from In 
dian attack. By 1683 the population 
had tripled to 0,880 under Colbert's 
grandiose colonization schemes. 
Population was distributed around 
the centres of Quebec City, Stc. 
Anne de Beaupré, and Ile d'Or- 
léans. Montreal remained a tiny 
hamlet, although population had 
advanced to the south and west 

Later Developments 
In 1765 the population stood at 
70,000. a remarkable 7V4-fold In- 
onial threat. Quebec City contained 
onial threat, uebec City contained 
0,000 Inhabitants, while Montreal's 
was 3,000 less. The two banks of the 
St. Lawrence Increased In popu- 
lation, also expanding to the south 
and west. After the treaty of 1763, 
by which France ceded Canada to 
Britain, a small but steady inflow 
of English speaking settlers had 
begun to infiltrate into the prov- 
ince. In the year 1831 Montreal had 
three times as many people as 
Quebec City, while the Laurentlcn 



area (Ottawa-Si. Maurice-SC Jean) 
showed remarkable signs of in- 
crease. It is interesting to note that 
the Eastern Townships contained 
three times as many people as 
Three Rivers, with the total provin- 
cial population at 553,000. 

Future Danger 
By 1041 Quebec had increased to 
3,300,000, marked chiefly by a huge 
expansion in the city of Montreal, 
due to industrialization. Believe it 
or not, Quebec has a great a per 
capita industrial population as 
Great Britain. It is from this fact 
that the greatest danger for the 
future arises. Unless more people, 
instead of floating to urban areas, 
turn to the soil, Quebec will soon 
be unable to support her population, 
In this respect, the province can be 
aided by farming D.P.'s from such 
countries as Belgium, Holland and 
France.

It is expected that the 
university will undertake the con- 
struction of the auditorium within 
the next two years, following the 
successful conclusion of the Mc- 
Gill Fund campaign for 50,075,000. 
Plans for Pool 
For many years, much con- 
troversy had existed among mem- 
bers of the Graduates' Society re- 
garding the question of pool depth. 
It was not until recent years that a 
compromise was reached between 
exponents of a minimum depth of 
six feet and those who wanted a 
three-and-a-half foot shallow-end. 

A visit was made to see Dr. J. p. 
Kirkpatrick and Prof. Hay Finlay, 
who have their offices In the Sir 
Arthur Currie Memorlal-Armory. 
Dr. Kirkpatrick is director of Mc 
Gill's school of physical education 
and recreation, while Prof. Finlay is 
assistant physical director. 

Unusual Size 
Prof. Finely, who has been asso- 
ciatcd with the development of Mc- 
CiU'i athletic center from its in- 
ception, brought out the plans of 
the pool and gym extension, and 
pointed out the pool's notable char- 
acteristics. 

He said that it would be the 
most up-to-date pool In Canada and 
that it would rank with the best 
university pools in the United 
States. "It will be a pool to be 
proud of, and will make it possible, 
for the department to put on • 
more complete program of physical 
education," Dr. Kirkpatrick said. 

The pool, as shown by the plans, 
will be a compromise between an 
all-deep pool and a three-and-a-half 
foot shallow-end one. Larger than 
the standard pool of the American 
Public Bath Association (75 feet 
by 25 feet) "the pool will satisfy 
the requirements of the whole stu- 
dent body." 

"The needs of all students had to 
be considered first, while at the 
same lime the water-poloists and 
divers should bo satisfied," Prof. 
Finlay said. 

"From my experience with ath- 
letics at the university, I think that 
about 85 per cent of the student 
body would not be able to fully 
utilize a pool with a minimum 
depth of six feet," Prof. Finlay 
said. The pool will be 75 feet long 
by 42 feet wide, making it possible 
to have six swimming lanes, each 
seven feet wide. 

Because of its unusual width, the 
pool will be "in essence three pools 
combined into one." When the 
pool is full, the pool-bottom will

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NFCUS CONFERENCE 



December 28-30 are the dates when the Na- 
tional Federation of Canadian University Stu- 
dents holds its annual conference with delegates 
from schools the length and breadth of the coun- 
try, gathering at the University of Montreal. 
This year McGill has a particular interest in 
the conference in addition to its proximity. The 
Radio Committee has submitted through the 
McGill NFCUS representative a proposal to the 
effect that the government should be approached 
with the idea of establishing radio departments 
with credit courses in the large universities 
across Canada. 

For a long time, it has been evident that 
though radio, like journalism was here to stay, 
the training facilities in these fields of endeavors 
were poor if not negligible all together. Many 
who showed competence in these fields found 
there was no encouragement at home and hence 
they had to go to the United States for their 
training and their jobs. 

To cite an example of training facilities in 
the United States, the University of Southern 
California may be taken as an example. There in 
addition to two radio stations, courses arc given 
in announcing, acting, producing, writing and 



technical fields. The result is a competent well 
trained body of radio talent graduating from 
the university. 

In Cannda, the government has a decided in- 
terest in radio because of its position with rcla 
tion to the CBC. No recognized school gives 
adequate training for radio and for the untrain 
cd to obtain a radio position, regardless of how 
much potential talent they may have, is very 
difficult indeed. 

McGill radio has advanced within the past 
three or four years and the final goal of a cam- 
pus radio station is not out of sight in the future 
For the welfare of the university and the stu- 
dent body at large a competent, well-trainee 
staff will be required. 

To ask any of the lnrgc universities, which 
are struggling along under n sufficiently severe 
financial burden at the present time, to finance 
the establishment of new departments would be 
decidedly unfair. However to approach the gov 
eminent, whose position it is to advance the wcl 
fare of the country, is just and for that reason 
we ask the National Federation of Canadian 
University Students conference to pass the pro 
posai advanced by the McGill Radio Committee 
and McGill NFCUS. W. W. T.

THE MIKADO 



The Mikado 1 » opening acene in 
the form of a pageant conveyed the 
impression that the performance 
would be In keeping with true Gil- 
bert and Sullivan style. As a unit it 
was a commendable piece of work. 
The chorus scenes particularly were 
worthy of mention — one hardly 
noticed that the chorus was smaller 
than Is customary. 

The main fault, which would 
overbalance the merit of the per 
formance, is the attempt to modern- 
ize the dialogue and the lyrics. I do 
not think Gilbert and Sullivan in- 
tended their operettas, light and 
nonsensical as they may be, to be 
translated into modern slang. 

The "Three Little Maids from 
School" were not as innocently 
girlish as they might have been. 
Their weird laughter was more re- 
miniscent of the witches in Mac- 
Beth than of three young school 
girls. Yum-Yum, portrayed by 
Helen Glover, was a little too af 
fected, but her singing was delight 
(ul. Her clear soprano rendered the 
haunting melody of "The Moon and 
I" very effectively. Yvonne Chau- 
veau, as Pittl Sing, was quite lively 
and girlish, but Peep Bo, played 
by Sheri Mason, was too matter-of- 
fact for a carefree maiden. 

Charles Goodwin played the 
Mikado adequately. The sudden 
changes In his facial expression in 
Make the Punishment Fit the 
Crime" were very effective. His 
protector with the umbrella, play- 
ed by Payne Stevens, greatly add- 
ed to the amusement during the 
Inst act. 

Nanki-Poo. played by Ray 
Thomas, was not as forceful as he 
should have been, but otherwise 
was very good. The romantic 
scenes between Yum-yum and Na* 
kl-Poo were quite well done. Ever 
ett Nygaard as Pish Tush acted In 
an appropriately dignified Japan 
ese manner. Tis expression and 
bearing were excellent all through 
the performance. 
Thomas Glynn slightly overdid 



the pompous character of Poo-Bah. 
I was born sneering," he said, and 
continued to sneer Indefinitely. His 
performance was highly amusing 
at all times, especially with ' the 
three schoolgirls. 

Leo Leonard as Ko-Ko reminds 
me of a miniature Falstaff not only 
in his appearance and actions, but 
also in his speech, which rather 
lowered the standard of the whole 
performance. He Is a source of 
comedy, yes, but such comedy has 
no place In a production of this 
kind. Its slapstick quality brings it 
down to the level of Abbott and 
Costello. The delightful lyric. 'The 
Flowers That Bloom In the Spring." 
was completely ruined by his en- 
cores with first a French, and then 
a Brooklyn accent. The climax came 
when he shouted "To hell with the 
flowers that bloom in the spring." 
Such things as Woody Woodpecker 
laugh and his general low behav- 
iour have no place In this operetta. 

Wauneva Bell gave a commend- 
able Interpretation of Katlsha 
However, her entrance could have 
been more terrifying with a change 
of lighting. She is very dignified 
throughout, and her strong voice 
adds notably to her fearful por- 
trayal of the character. 

The costumes were attractive and 
original. The men's petticoats, 
which may have been a result of 
the New Look, were a rather dif- 
ferent Idea, as were the big black 
hats of the women which took the 
place of complicated Japanese 
hairdos. The shimmering silver cur- 
tain added to the picturesque quali- 
ty of the production, and the 
simple backdrop with a lotus tree 
was one of the most effective 
have seen. 

Most of the lighting was man- 
aged well, although a few more 
changes to a dark stage in certain 
of Katisha's scenes would be an 
Improvement. The orchestra, which 
was rather small, provided an ex- 
cellent background.

Having returned, we feel that It 
is our duty to report honestly what 
we experienced and saw. We freely 
travelled anywhere we liked to 
throughout these conutries, we 
talked to anyone we wished to and 
we came back from eastern Europe 
with the firm conviction, based on 
our experiences, that the people in 
Poland, Hungary and Czechoslov- 
akia are, of their own free will, 



building a new social order for 
themselves, an order which is 
giving them a better, and happier 
life and a higher-standard of living 
than they ever had before.

That is why It is 
essential that we get to know the 
truth about what is going on in 
Europe.

Canadian Impressions 

Canadian scenery is like a five- 
ring circus. . It presents so many 
wonders to the admirer simultan- 
eously, to blend the grandiose with 
the humble, the most awesome 
mountain summit with the charm of 
the smallest rivulet, coursing its way 
down from the snow-fed heights.

After the meal as 
we walked up the road we passed 
many . of these dwellings several 
boasting huge dogs to guard the 
inner sanctuary. Outside a white 
stable an elegant carriage awaited 
the pleasure of its owner. "It's 
only a farm wagon." said my com 
panlon casually. "They are all 
made like that here." 

On up the hill towards the cross 
whose fiery beacon beckoned 
neighboring hills at night. We fol 
lowed a narrow trail which wound 
round boulders and between slend- 
er pine trees. The hilltop was cov 
ered by a thin layer of soft, white, 
wet snow. We looked back over 

the town; a lake, shrouded by 
greenery, glistened like a tear-drop

Theatre Lingo 

Those who have never been back- 
stage In a theatre and have never 
had the opportunity to hear the 
strange calls and commands of a 
still stranger language, might well 
wonder at the English language as 
it is now spoken on the stage of 
Moyse Hall. 

The building and painting of the 
'sets' (as scenery is called), for the 
English (280) Department's produc- 
tion of "The Beautiful People" calls 
for a language all its own. 

The stage has its own particular 
vernacular and it gets practically 
all its language from our mother 
tongue and while it may be some- 
what unlntelllgable at first hear 
Ing, it nevertheless assumes, and 
quite quickly too. a meaning that 
is not only significant but also ties 
up, as one might say, with good 
and practical usage of English. 

Take for example two of the 
most common utterances heard 
backstage of Moyse Hall these days. 
One hears "running a flat," "take 
up your short." One can surmise 
the former had something to do 
with the distaff of the family dome- 
cile. 

It means taking on or off from 
the acting area of the stage, a piece 
of scenery which is a flat piece 
built and painted so that one side 
only li visible to the audience. This 
particular piece has only one ap- 
parent dimension— Its thickness It 
less than one inch. As such It is 
called a "flat." "Running it" Is ap 
plicable to the movement. Stage 
hands do "run it" off stage. To walk 
with it off stage would be a waste 
of time and to run with it calls for 
less effort on the part of the stage 
hand. To take "a pull on your

As a student member of this 
year's Beaver Brigade to Europe 1 
had the opportunity of being in 
Hungary scvernl weeks this sum- 
mer — where the nationalization 
of the schools was being discussed 
and debated everywhere. It was a 
big and important issue for this 
small, Central European republic. 

Nationalization of schools— should 
this strike a note of fear in our 
minds. Indeed, it should not. Stale 
schools arc quite common In the 
Western Democracies and certain- 
ly one of the big advances of the 
age of Liberalism. Yet, this year in 
Hungary, the opposition to this pro- 
gressive, democratic step tried very 
hard to make the issue oppcar one 
of encroaching communism stamp- 
ing out freedom of religion. 

The purpose of the nationaliza 
tion bill was to create a uniform 
national educational syslcm for the 
whole country, introduce the latest 
in teaching methods and modernize 
the. curricula. New text books — 
spellers, readers and arithmetic 
books arc now being used. I saw 
several copies of these books 
and was very impressed with 
their composition and fine, démo- 
cratie spirit. The new law also 
provides for the compulsory re 
ligious training of all school chit 
drcn to be handled by religious 
Instructors of the various faiths in 
Hungary — R.C., Reform. Lutheran 
and Jewish; applying to children of 
religious as well as non religious 
parents. At the same time Insti- 
tutions of religious training such os 
seminaries and theological insti- 
tutes remain under church super- 
vision. 

During the Horthy regime the 
educational system was undemo- 
cratic. There were schools for the 
different classes In society. Some 
were state schools, some church, 
and others were run by private in- 
stitutions. On the whole they fos- 
tered a spirit of extreme national- 
ism and many young students suc- 
cumbing to the fascist indoctrina- 
tion of many teachers, became in- 
different to the necessity of demo- 
cratic social reform. I saw a copy 
of a text book of the old regime 
and I hardly think it would be 
rccommcndable in any of Canada's 
schools. Many schools were not pro- 
vided with text books r.t all and 
the children learnt all they knew 
straight from the teacher. 

This situation was Intolerable in 
present day Hungary. Its reform 
was a democratic, political necessity. 
It was not a cultural I.e. religious 
issue at all ond despite the violent 
campaign against it by the hier- 
archy of the Roman Catholic church 
and in particular Cardinal Mind- 
szenty. Catholic parents generally 
(even In the remotest peasant vil- 
lages) warmly greeted it when they 
realized It was not a religious ques- 
tion. The primate went so far as 
to threaten with excommunication 
any Catholic teachers who taught 
In the new schools. Though many 
have defied this order (a difficult 
decision for a good Catholic to 
make), the lower clergy lives in 
constant fear of these threats. I 
know this because I spoke to sev- 
eral small town priests on the ques- 
tion. Consequently by refusing to 
come to some agreement the prim- 
ate is isolating himself from the 
people— not only from government

We see this 
clearly in American College foot- 
ball. This not being enough, the 
local Dan Parker for every two bit 
paper in every one horse town also 
attempts to pick an All-Star dream 
team in sports ranging from foot- 
ball to tidly-wlnks. 

Well this trend aeems to be In- 
consistent with what Is happen- 
ing today In collegiate athletics 
In Canada. Here, for reasons that 
at the moment appear to be ob- 
scure, nobody is making any con- 
crete effort to find out Just who 
really Is the National Collegiate 
Basketball, Football, or Hockey 
Champion. This naturally gives 
rise to claims and counter-claims, 
which this observer will discuss 
presently. If for no other reason 
than to stop the rumblings and 
grumblings, an attempt should be 
made now to arrange such play- 
offs In all major sports. 
But this is not the only thing in 
favour of having East-West finals 
in the various athletics. If we may 
look back for a few lines on the 
recently held Grey Cup final, wc 
will find one great justification. 
The Grey Cup final has become 
established as one of the Canadian 
athletic classics, and if the spirit 
shown by the Calgary fans is any 
Indication, such a spectacle brings 
forth tremendous bursts of enthus- 
iasm from the fans. Now everyone 
complains at sometime about a 
lack of college spirit, so can it not 
be assumed that a similar collegiate 
football fracas, would furnish the 
necessary shot in the arm? And we 
could have a similar play-off in 
hockey, whereby the collegiate 
puck peers could be determined. 
V. Some have pointed to the ex- 
orbitant cost to the colleges for 
running such a hockey final. Puck 
observers, well acquainted with the 
financial aspects, have estimated 
that It would cost approximately 
$6,000 to transport the participants 
and stage the battle. But If such 
an arena, as the Forum or Maple 
Leaf Gardens could be utilized as 
the site of the clash, then not only 
k could .expenses be met, .there 
would also be some pocket money 
for the colleges involved. So a 
lack of that folding stuff cannot 
be an adequate reason for pre- 
venting a hockey play-off, and as 
It turns out, the financial aspect 
Is one thing in favour of such a 

■lassie. 

WESTERN CLAIMS \ 
The Western Colleges have been 



demanding such a play-off Coaches 
like Bill Neale at the University 
of Saskatchewan, R. Wray You- 
mans at University of Manitoba, 
and Frank Frederickson at the 
Univeristy of British Columbia, all 
claim that the Eastern schools are 
not as good as they pretend to be, 
and are taking full credit for a na- 
tional championship they have 
never really won. 

Although the latter contention 
by these esteemed gentlemen is 
correct, and the eastern colleges do 
claim mythical hockey and foot- 
ball national championships with- 
out a real play-off, this observer 
finds considerable fault with their 
first argument. Far be It from this 
department to provoke any heated 
controversy, but the western gentle- 
men (no relation to Mart Kenny) 
should get their facts straight 

The coaches from the land of Hor- 
se-: Greeley have likened the call- 
bre of eastern hockey to something 
rivalling glorified intermediate 
puck chasing. We easterners are 
supposedly, according to those ex- 
perts, living on our past laurels, 
and that they. In consequence, are 
as good as us and deserve a chance 
to prove it. Now their accusations 
certainly contain a mouthful, which 
Is only a portion of the truth. Let's 
examine the facts. 

The brand of hockey played here 
can only be judged in terms of our 
successful alumnae, and here is 
where the western claim is refuted. 
The records prove it. Getting goals 
this year for the Boston Bruins, 
and playing his second year of 
professional hockey Is Johnny-on- 
the-spot "Glno" Peirson, who a few 
years back was potting pucks for 
McGill. Also with the Beantowners 
is Ed Kryzanowski, Varsity's ex- 
star defenccman, who was good 
enough to make the big jump to 
the National Hockey League imme- 
diately. 

If this is not enough, then we can 
point to three products of St. 
Michael's 'College who have proved 
outstanding material. There Is Les 
Costello who is currently playing 
for the Maple Leafs; Fleming 
Mackell, who was slated to play 
for the Leafs this season, but who 
has been sent down for additional 
seasoning; and Howie Harvey, bril- 
liant netmlndcr, acknowledged to 
be Turk Broda's successor. 

We think that the western col- 
leges have a great idea when they 
call for an East-West collegiate 
hockey final, but when they brand 
our hockey as inferior, then they 
are talking through their collective 
Stetsons. Instead of wasting their 
time by making foolish accusations, 
they should spend the energy in 
attempting to arrange the play-off 
they demand. The idea is not only 
a good one, it Is also a feasible one. 
Let us hope that the necessary ar- 
rangements are made, so we can 
determine annually the real and 
not the mythical champion, and 
prevent the unnecessary grumbling.

Because the bottom is to be'grad 
cd- in this way. the pool will be in 
three sections. The first will be the 
beginners' section, or the shallow 
end of the pool, which will be 2514 
feet by 42 feet. The center section 
for general swimmers will be 28 
feet by 42 feet with an average 
depth of about nine feel. 

The section for divers near the 
deep-end of the pool will be 21 fj 
feet by 42 feet. Three diving 
boards will be used, two of one- 
metre height and one of' three- 
metres. It is expected that the 
three-metre board will be support- 
ed by means of a concrete arch set 
in the wall of the building. In this 
way, board will not obstruct the 
floor area. The design calls for 
21*2 feet of clearance above the 
three-metre board.
